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Women’s Clubs. 


Edited by MIbs Grace M. Burt 

It may be of interest In connection 
With the report of the Soclnl Service 
committee of the Newton Federation 
for the club women to know what has 
recently been accomplished in Fill* 
crro along slmilnr lines. “By a law 
passed at the last session of the Illi- 
nois Legislature the way is open," 
says The Survey, "for any city or 
village In the slate to secure a muni- 
cipal sanatorium. If one hundred 
voters sign a petition and file It with 
the city council, a referendum vote 
must he held at the next election, on 
the question whether or not a perma- 
nent special tax not to exceed one 
mill, shall be levied for a tuberculosis 
sanatorium to be conducted by the 
city or village." Chicago held such a 
referendum at its last election and 
out of 206,640 votes, 167,230 were in 
favor, and 30,410 opposed, thereby es- 
tablishing the greatly needed hospital 
by a vote of nearly four to one. The 
Survey's comment is that such voting 
confirms hope for the progress of 
democracy. 

The great need In this city Is for 
a place for advanced patients and rec- 
ognizing that need the addition has 
been put upon the clinic building at 
the hospital, but that at most will ac- 
commodate but eleven patients. As 
the need increases, how shall It be 
inet? The tent at the home without 
careful inspection by a district nurse 
Is of very little avail. To reap (he 
benefit the patient must remain in 
the outside air and not be templed to 
go In and out from house to tent. 
Colds contracted by so doing undo all 
that has been gained and greatly less- 
en the chance or recovery. These are 
some of the problems that the work- 
ers are facing. It will be well for all 
Interested to think on these things 
and be ready another year to aid in 
their solution. 

The annual meeting of the Massa- 
chusetts State Federation will be held 
on May 10 and 20 at Springfield by 
invitation of the Springfield Women’s 
Club.

The annual donation day of the 
Newton Hospital Aid Association was 
held, at the hospital on May first. 
Notwithstanding the inclement after- 
noon there was a large attendance 
and a generous donation was received. 
Officers of the association greeted the 
guests in the administration building 
and nurses were In attendance to es- 
cort the visitors about the buildings. 
The chief attraction was the tuber- 
culosis camp, If such it may he called, 
just completed by the Newton Federa- 
tion and opened for inspection that 
day. To the portable building erect- 
ed in the winter for an out-patient de- 
partment has been added a large 
screened piazza which will be used 
as a ward for women and is fitted up 
with six beds. It Is lighted by elec- 
tricity. Nurses will be in attendance. 
A tent has been put up In close prox- 
imity In which are five beds for men. 
The toilet arrangements have been 
divided so that there are separate 
ones for men and women. There are 
also waiting and examination rooms 
and a dining room where patients will 
eat. meals being furnished from the 
hospital kitchen. 

After the tour of Inspection the 
guests were taken to the nurses’ din- 
ing room where prominent Newton 
ladies were in attendance anti dainty 
refreshments served. Those having 
charge were, Mrs. A. M. Crain of Wa- 
bun, .Mrs. H. 1*. Bellows of West New- 
ton.

The essayist 
favored the theory of Germany as the 
most likely. Playing cardB were the 
first things made from wood cutB 
both in Germany and in Italy. Some 
say that the church first made use of 
this art to circulate pictures of the 
saints, others that the church made 
use of it to counteract the evil effect 
of the playing cards. However these 
things may be, it is true that impres- 
sions from wood cuts were made as 
early as the 13th century and wood- , 
engraving reached Its height In the; 
lGth and 17th centuries and then by 
1700 came to Its lowest ebb In Europe. 
Through most of its history artists 
furnished the designs for engravers 
to carry It out. To America was giv- 
en the first place in thiB art, the Eng- 
lish and American magazines furnish- 
ing fine opportunities for displaying 
the results of this work. The art Is 
rapidly being displaced by cheaper 
forms of illustrating by photographic, 
processes, so that there is no longer ^ 
any Incentive for its study. The pa - 1 
per was supplemented by many ex- ' 
amples from Mrs. Drake’s fine collcc-i 
tlon of rare prints which added great - 1 
ly to the enjoyment of the morning. ;

Shakespearean Club; recording sec- 
retary, Mrs. Walter A. Beedle, West 
Newton Womens Educational Club; 
corresponding secretary, Miss Kath- 
arine L. Bail, Newton Highlands Mon- 
day Club; treasurer. Miss Lilia A. 
Rider, Auburndale Review Club; Au- 
ditor, Mrs. Alfred W. Fuller, Newton 
Parliamentary Law and Debating 
Club. The members were united in 
their expression of appreciation of 
the services of Mrs. Taylor, the re- 
tiring president. Luncheon was served 
under the direction of the Social com- 
mittee, Mrs. J. D. Lamond, chairman. 

The afternoon session was colled to 
order by Mrs. J. H. Pillsbury, the new 
president. After a piano solo by Mrs. 
E. A. Adler of Waban, Mrs. Taylor 
gave a parting address to the Federa- 
tion reviewing some of the things 
which the Federation has accomplish- 
ed during its existence. 

Mrs. Eliza J. Bates of Allston, 
chairman of the Household Economics 
committee of the Massachusetts Fed- 
eration, spoke of some of the work 
which her committee is trying to 
plan for the benefit of the clubs. It 
is a subject In which as yet very lit- 
tle has been accomplished, one in 
which instruction is needed. The 
most successful method at present 
seems to be In classes in the clubs 
rather than for the whole club. Since 
it Is work that Is with us all the time 
It is hound to become a vital part of 
the club life. Her committee Is of 
the opinion that household arts should 
be taught in the grammar grades of 
the public schools and Is urging the 
clubs to work along that line in towns 
where these branches are not already 
taught. The vocation of home-making 
should not be exempt from the de- 
mand of training. All this is a valu- 
able work and one worth beginning. 

Mrs. F. H. Tucker, chairman of the 
Forestry committee of the State Fed- 
eration, spoke for a short time on 
what Newton clubs can do in the line 
of forestry. Among the things men- 
tioned by her were: To study tree 
conditions and see that diseased trees 
are properly treated, pruned where 
necessary, wounds bound up or re- 
moved altogether If so bally broken 
or dtsensed as to be a menace to the 
public; raise money to plant one or 
two trees, Hnd when all this Is done 
have proper tree guards provided that 
they may be protected from further 
Inroads. She also urged the suidy 
of conservation and waterways, the 
study of share birds by members who 
pasB their vacations .ft the shore, and 
the establishment of home and school 
gardens. The wish was expressed 
that. Cabot's woods might be pre- 
served for public use. Consultation 
with Mr. Bucknum, the lores: com- 
missioner, In regard to tree -inmlitioiis 
was suggested as the best way in 
which to secure information and as- 
sistance in preserving the beautiful 
trees of our city which are at present 
in very bad condition. 

The last speaker of the afternoon 
was Mrs. John T. Prince of West 
Newton, who Is director of the Trade 
School for Girls being carried on by 
the Women’s Exlucational and Indus- 
trial Union of Boston. Mrs. Prince 
told of conditions existing iiutoug 
women In industry and gave many 
reasons why they should receive some 
Industrial education. Site then vent 
on to describe nu experiment which 
in being tried at the Union 'n moil- 
ing girls in salesmanship. Five of 
the large department stores now co- 
operate with the school and send from 
their stores six girls of promts. 1 to 
take the course of twelve weeks. 
These girls spend three hours each 
morning during the three mouths in 
study and the rest of their lime in 
the stores und still receive their fell 
pay. There are at present one hun-

The course embraces Instruction In 
textiles, color and design, the making 
out of the sales slip, arithmetic and 
English work, a study of personal hy- 
giene, talks on salesmanship by buy- 
ers rrom the different departments, a 
study of people, types of customers, 
appropriate dressing and many other 
things of value to the girl In her 
work. At first the stores were very 
skeptical ns to the value of this work, 
but after three years of the experi- 
ment they all highly approve of It 
and have even contributed to Its finan- 
cial support. Further plnno selections 
by Mrs. Adler and two vocal solos by 
Mrs. Le Ulalr were most cordially re- 
ceived by the in embers. 

Report of Social Service Committee 

A year ago your Social Service com- 
mittee gave an ent huslnHtic report 
outlining a plan of action which 
seemed to promise immediate fulfil- 
ment. It is a little difficult to fore- 
see Just what will hnppen when every 
step depends upon several others. In 
this case unexpected obstacles arose 
so that our day camp did not materi- 
alize last summer as it had hoped. 
This did not mean, however, that the 
committee gave up work — or wavered 
for one instant in their purpose. 

The money left from our share of 
the Bazaar fund, together with our 
proportion of the amount raised by 
the Tag Day In October, about $3,000 
in all, was voted to our use by the 
Executive Board. Permission having 
been obtained from the Executive . 
committee of the hospital we proceed- 
ed to purchase a portable house of 
four rooms and have it erected on the 
hospital grounds. This building was 
to be used ns a medical out-patient 
department, especially designed for 
tuberculosis cases. It was opened the 
first week of February for Wednesday 
and Sunday clinics — a doctor and 
nurse being In attendance at 12 each 
of these days to receive and examine 
any patients who came. iNotices of 
the opening of the clinic were sent 
to all the doctors, clergymen and va- 
rious charitable organizations of the 
city. This notice also contained a 
list of visitors who are wiling to serve 
at call in each village. 

It was not to be expected that the 
building would be thronged with pa- 
tients at. once — and we were not sur- 
prised that it was several weeks be- 
fore the out-patient department dem- 
onstrated Its usefulness. Meanwhile 
the visitors were quietly doing what 
work came to their handB. 

Through the generosity of the dif- 
ferent dubs of Newton we can place 
In use almost at a moment’s notice 
nine tents or window tents If they 
are preferred. A boy of twelve, who 
waH considered almost a hopeless 
case, has been sleeping In a window 
tent since January, and is considered 
now on the way to recovery. 

Tents are furnished where they can 
be used, nourishing food provided for 
those who need such help, and the 
cases followed up by friendly visiting. 

As many cases come to us too ad- 
vanced for cure, we aim not only to 
make the patient as comfortable as 
possible, but also to protect the fam- 
ily from Infection, a difficult matter 
where there are children. Several 
persons have been referred to us by 
the Social Service workers at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital, and 
during the 16 months since we began 
we have investigated about 20 cases. 

The greatest need has seemed to he 
not so much a day camp as a hospi- 
tal ward where advanced cases can 
be cared for, and It was with the 
greatest satisfaction that we received 
permission from the Hospital com- 
mittee to add a large piazza to our lit- 
tle building and fit it up with awn- 
ings for a sleeping room, with a ca- 
pacity of six beds. We have also 
been allowed to put up a tent along- 
side with live beds and a shuttered 
, piazza for sitting out. These enlarge- 
ments were promptly made nnd our 
little sanitarium at present consists 
of reception and examining rooms, 
toilet rooms, for both men and wom- 
en, and beds for eleven patients, six 
in the piazzu for women, five In the 
tent for men. Six patients are ul- 
rendy admitted. 

Nurses are provided by the Dis- 
trict Nursing Association — physicians 
of the hospital staff give medical at- 
tendance and food Is secured from the 
hospital kitchen. When it is possible 
patients pay something, but when they 
are not able we have thought best to 
assume the expense for the present. 

It is very certain that t tie work 
will soon outgrow our present equip- 
ment, and the problem before us now 
is to make our financial resources 
keep up with our opportunities for 
service. We have discussed various 
plans that have been followed in 
other cities and the work of another 
year will Include the formulation or 
a plat] for supporting the work al- 
ready started. ,

the members of the Hospital Board, 
who have made It posible for tia to 
accomplish what we have, to Miss - 
Riddle, who lias been exceedingly 
helpful — ami especially to the retiring 
president of the Federation, whose pa- 
tient determination in the face of ob- K 
siudes and whose untiring zeal, have 
been the true secret of such success 
as we have attained. 1

In forty years the flow of ice ] 
brought the bodies to light. 

In 1800 Hcury Arkwright was lost j 
In a glacier. In Just thirty-one years | 
bis brother received n telegram from j 
the mayor of ChnmounI that the body ! 
was found. Every article of clothing j 
was Intact. Ills name and regiment ! 
could be read clearly on his handker- 
chief, and his gold pencil case opened 
and shut as easily ns when he Inst 
used It three decades before.— “True 
Tales of Mountain Adventure.”

No nobler work could have ever 
fallen to the hands of man than that . 
of helping to strengthen and extend dl 
patriotic observances throughout the 
land, and our Bhare in this has been RJ 
manifested mainly in public and prl- / 
vate schools, with the flag as the ob* . 
Ject lesson In patriotism. But we also 
tell the pupils and the people that we 
did not go forth to war as seekers . 
after mere glory, animated by desire .. 
to plunder or the love of conquest. .

THE TARIFF QUESTION 

The following extracts from speech- 
es on the tariff bill now under consid- 
eration in the United States Senate 
may throw some light on a little 
understood subject. 

By Senutor Cummings of Iowa: 

The things that I do not like in this 
bill are plain and obvious. The things 
that I do not like are so dear that 
the man who runs may read, and I 
have sometimes thought that they 
were so atrocious that the man who 
reads will run aa well. 

The Finance Committee, composed 
of honorable. Intelligent, broad-mind- 
ed, experienced men, is still not the 
Ark of the Covenant of Republican 
doctrine. It Is not the only reposi- 
tory of Republican faith. Inasmuch 
aa the revision of the tariff as de- 
manded In the Republican platform 
laut year came from a demand upon 
the part of these same people whose 
courage I helped to sustain and whose 
energies 1 helped to direct, I have a 
right to stand here and aJBert that

only Republican doctrine known 
among men. 

1 do not disparage the Finance Con, i 
mil tee In any respect when I say that 
In so far as 1 am advised (here is not 
a single member of that committee 
who ever advocated a revision of the 
Diugley schedules. They are not to 
be criticised for that. They did not 
believe that It wns necessary that the 
duties of the law of 1897 should be 
lowered, and 1 accord to them the 
same honesty of Judgment that 1 
claim for myself. But is it to be won- 
dered at that a committee, no one of 
whom, so far as I know, was in favor 
of the revision of this law, driven to 
It under the command of a Republican 
platform, should enter upon their 
work with a belief that the schedules 
should not be reduced, but should 
rather be raised? I honestly think 
that most of the members of this com- 
mittee felt that the Dlngley schedules 
should be lifted up instead of taken 
down. 

Is it any wonder that their report, 
In trying to keep the promise to the 
enr, has broken It to the hope, for 
there Is no substantial reduction of 
the duties of 1897 in the report of 
this committee? I am not unmindful 
of the fact that upon many things 
duties have been lowered, but In so 
far as my examination has gone, I 
assert that, with the exception of the 
duties ou lumber and the duties on 
hides, there has been no reduction in 
any important article known to the 
commerce of America that will affect 
its price to the consumer one whit. 
If this demand for a revision or the 
tariff schedules did not arise from a 
desire on the part of the people to 
buy the things they were buying at 
a less price, out of what desire did it 
arise? 

Who insisted upon tariff revision? 
It was not the manufacturer; it was 
not the lumberman; it was not the 
coal man; It was not the Iron and 
steel man; It was not the glass man; 
it was not the cotton or the woolen 
man; It was not the oil man. During 
the whole agitation I never heard — 
you never heard — a demand from 
these people that the tariff must be 
revised. The demand came froq* 
those who believed that the duties 
upon many articles and commodities 
were too high; from those who be- 
lieved that they were paying too much 
for the things they had to buy. and 
that excessive import duties, coupled 
with other conditions, were enabling 
a favored few to reap inordinate 
profits; and therefore they wanted, as 
one of the steps leading to the remedy 
which they sought, a substantial re- 
duction of these duties. It is not nec- 
essary at this moment to Inquire how 
many people so believed or in what 
part of the country they lived. It is 
not necessary to ask whether they 
were right or wrong In order to under- 
stand what I he platform means. It 
is sufficient to say that it was under 
1 his demand Trom these people, wheth- 
er they were many or whether they 
were few*, that the party in its organ- 
ized capacity promised a revision of 
the tariff; and the Senator who Im- 
agines that he can satisfy these peo- 
ple by saying that a revision wlih 
higher duties or with substantially the 
same duties la a compliance with the 
olatform little understands the rela- 
tion between people and plntforma. 

I have heard It said over and over 
again that there are but few people 
comparatively who were Interested in 
a reduction of duties, f know that the 
voices of those who are clnmorlng 
for an increase of custom-house taxa- 
tion are more distinctly heard in the 
corridors and committee rooms; but 
there will come a time presently when 
the clamor of the millions who want 
some relief will sound like the roar of 
a thousand Niagaras from one ocean 
to the other. 1 have heard it said 
many times that those people who 
were insisting on tariff revision were 
not familiar with the subject and had 
no opportunity to know whether du- 
ties were too high or too low. This 
distrust or skepticism of the judgment 
of the common man is a fundamental 
mistake often made and always atoned 
for in sackcloth and ashes. 

The people reason upon broad lines, 
but they have better evidence than 
the testimony which Is submitted to 
congressional committees or which 
lias buried us under a avalanche of 
briefs and special pleading. They 
know III a comprehensive and abso- 
lutely accurate way of the develop- 


ment in the United States. They 
know how wenlth Is distributed nnd 
the source from which It comes. They 
know what industries breed million- 
aires and what Industries do not, and 
their conclusions nre only less Infal- 
lible than the conclusions of the Al- 
mighty himself. There is not a man 
among you who does not know what 
they have been thinking In the last 
few years; there is not a man among 
you who does not know the Judgment 
which they have entered; nnd I for 
one believe that their judgment Is al- 
together just nnd righteous and that 
in the end it must prevail. I think I 
can summarize the process of their 
reasoning so that you will all recog- 
nize Its unerring logic. They have 
witnessed the gradual weakening of 
the forces of competition in the larger 
fields of Industry through concentra- 
tions, combinations, agreements, and 
all the other modern mechanism 
which an Ingenious age has discov- 
ered. They have seen competition 
shut out of some or these fields by 1 
the intervention of excessive import 
duties. They have felt the Injustice 
of the discriminations which the vast 
power of our transportation systems 
can inflict. They knew that these 
things were wrong, and after bearing 
the burden until It became intolerable 
they began to move with Irresistible 
strength along the pathway of reform. 
They have made some progress to- 
ward the regulation of transportation 
and the repression of corporate evils. 
The last administration will be re- 
membered so long as the history of 
our country Is preserved for Its vic- 
tories in the struggle for rate regula- 
tion and for corporate fair dealing. 
The work has just begun, and I sin- 
cerely hope that the present adminis- 
tration will be no less distinguished 
than the last one for its energy in 
dealing with these perplexing prob- 
lems. One part, however, of the pro- 
gramme was assigned, by common 
consent, to this administration, and 
its conspicuous leader assumed with- 
out hesitation the task of tariff revi- 
sion. The people know what they 
want with respect to revision Just us 
well as they knew what they wanted 
with respect to railways and to Indus- 
trial combinations; and their intelli- 
gent, educated, patriotic instinct 1 b 
J ust as certain with respect to the tar- 
iff us it wns with respect to transpor- 
tation or monopolies. If we fall now 
to substantially reduce the duties up- 
on the important schedules, we but 
postpone the justice due to the peo- 
ple, a justice which, thanks to the 
genius of our institutions, they have 
the power to enforce, and which In 
the fullness of time they will enforce.

SPRAYING WITH ARSENATES NOT 
DANGEROUS 

Articles which have been published 
In some of the newspapers of the stale 
calling attention to the fact that Pro- 
fessor Headden of Colorado believes 
that he has proved that the use of ar- 
senates in spraying for Insects is dan- 
gerous. and that it has In numerous 
instance caused the death of trees, 
deal with a matter of such great im- 
portance that it seems desirable in 
order that the public may neither be 
misled nor unnecessarily alarmed, to 
state that Professor Headden’s conclu- 
sions are not generally accepted either 
by entomologists, botanists or horti- 
culturists connected with the different 
experiment stations of the country as 
being reliable. 

Dr. E. D. Ball, entomologist of the 
Ulah Experiment Station, who has 
paid particular attention to this sub- 
ject, says In the conclusion of an ad- 
dress delivered before the Utah Hor- 
ticultural Society: — “that the condi- 
tions described by Dr. Headden and 
attributed to the effects of arsenic 
spraying occur over widely distributed 
areas and have killed thousands of 
trees on which no arsenic has ever 
been used, and that therefore arsenic- 
al poisoning cannot be the primary 
cause of tills condition; that the only 
trees positively known to have died of 
arsenical poisoning were the two 
to which soluble arsenite was applied, 
a compound which no one has over 
used for spraying purposes.” 

The soil characteristics throughout 
the region with which both Dr. Head- 
den and Dr. Bnll are most familiar 
are radically different from those ex- 
isting here. In many localities the 
western soils are strongly impregnat- 
ed with alkali and Dr. Ball believes 
that it is the injurious effect of this 
alkali, combined with injudicious use 
of water in irrigation that is chiefly 
responsible for the trouble with or- 
chard trees which Dr. Headden as- 
cribes to spraying with arsenic pois- 
ons. Dr. Ball, however, points out that 
there is a possibility of danger from 
excessive spraying on strongly alka- 
line soils since the action of the alkali 
in such soils might to some slight 
degree tend to bring the arsenic into 
solution. 

It is not the practice of this state 
to use soluble arsenic compounds in 
spraying, and it Is not the belief 
of the chemists of the station 
that the insoluble arsenates which are 
used will become sdluble In our soils, 
which never contain alkali in any con- 
siderable quantity. While, therefore. 
Indiscriminate and excessive spray- 
ing is In all cases inadvisable, all the 
experts of the Massachusetts Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station arc agreed 
In believing thnt the use of arsenates 
in accordance with directions pub- 
lished by Ihe experiment station, and 
as practiced by the Gpysy Moth Com- 
mission. is not attended with danger 
to the trees or to the persons consum- 
ing the fruit or the trees. 

In prof of the soundness of this 
view attention Is called to the fact 
thnt In Massachusetts, where arsenic 
compounds have been more extensive- 
ly and longer u«*d In spraying than 
anywhere else, not a single Instance 
is known either among orchard or 
shade trees where Injury other than 
slight burning of the foliage due to 
excessive applications or improperly 
prepared materials has ever followed.

Harmony Is u social Idea because 
it refers to several things, tor peo- 
ple) which blend Into one working 
group. Harmony In Us simplest form 
Includes three such Ideas, hi music, 
the llrst. third and fifth tones consu- 
late the perfect chord. All other 
tones are complementary to some 
chord, and there are harmonious chan- 
nels which lead from one chord 10 
another In the different keys. The 
whole field of music is then one har- 
monious whole under the master 
much. 

The soul of man responds io music 
because It vibrnles in unison with 
harmony. The vibrating channel is 
the sympathetic nervous system. 
When you find a man wlih "soul so 
dead” that it does not respond to har- 
monious musical sounds, there’s some- 
thing wrong with his sympathetic 
nervous system. There is .also some- 
thing wrong with' the man who is too 
responsive to harmony. The two 
things which determine a healthy 
sympathetic nervous sysiem are physi- 
cal activity and mental balance. 

In order to understand the sympa- 
thetic nature of people. It Is also nec- 
essary to understand their physical 
and mental natures. In obtaining a 
clear Idea of the sympathetic nervous 
sysiem. a clear Idea of the sensory 
and motor systems inevitably follows. 

H we undertake to form our Ideas 
of human function from physiology, 
we soon arrive at a point where the 
body merges into mind: or, in other 
words, we enter the realm of phy- 
chology. After we have floundered 
mound In materialism and Idealism 
for a time, we run ngalnts socialism. 
Sociology comprises both the Individ- 
ual and the group. One thing seems 
clear: — man has ihree natures which 
may be examined from as many sides. 

Where are our educators, that three 
-npptnllv trained, and widely differing, 
teachers are set upon one poor schol- 
ar to confound him with their "isms” 
and "ologles" between which at pres- 
ent. there Is no sort of harmony? 

Under these conditions, it can hard- 
ly he expected that the product of 
schools and colleges emerge there- 
from as harmonious entitles. As we 
find the individual, so we find the 
group. If there Is no harmony within, 
how can there he harmony without 
and between? Society, health condi- 
tions and business customs. — in fact, 
all the problems which confront men 
ind women to-day, should he provided 
for In the public schools through the 
proper training of the social instinct 
and physical bodv. as well as the 
mind of pupils. This three-fold train- 
ing must he harmonious. It must be 
carried into all forms of education. 

Physical training has no permanent 
value without mental equilibrium and 
moral support. Mental training dis- 
<»rha Vi* Hire's balance unless both 
•lie social and physical natures are 
'•eck oned with In the methods used. 
Social education, alone, does nol re- 
mill in well-balanced mental or physi- 
ml orgnnisms. But the training of 
the social nature (I. e. the concept! ve 
nower on the one hand and morality 
on the other) occupies so insignificant 
•* place in the minds of tenchers as 
compared to the attention given to 
other subjects, that good work can be 
'’oT>e along these lines by specialists.

Without attempting to sav where II 
originates, or determine just what It 
Is In substance, the fact remains that 
• t may he contro’led. 

li is well known iliut this energy 
muy be stored and conserved; but it 
was only recently discovered that li 
may be generated at will. 

When we speak of human energy 
us being subject io generation, con- 
servation and reserve, as well as ex- 
penditure, reference is made io all 
three natures (or planes j of u mau's 
existence. We know we can sioie i lie 
nerve cells with energy by rest, nour- 
[ islinieni and slumber; but this meth- 
od is iuvolumary and left to Nature s 
icciei processes, it is the voluntary 
net boh that concerns us us being ot 
more than passing educative value. 
•More attention is usually paid to nerv- 
ous economy than to the development 
of resources. It Is an important part 
of education to treat of the proper 
lU-vmopmem oi Die social nature. 

Harmony generates energy in the 
j sympathetic system. Tin* brain re- 
sult Is imagination. The physical and 
moral results are healihy, or other- 
wise, according to the nature of ini- 
j aginative conceptions. A person is 
i ruled by his conceptions, menially, 

I morally and physically. A roncejulo'u 
is u mental image, or picture in the 
i mind of some desired goal, of some 
I hope or fear, of some cherished state 
of being or condition of mind. 

I it is ilie work oi the teacher lo so 
| rain ih** iniugiiiation of IjIh pupils, 
that all their conceptions are volun- 
tary. They should be consistent and 
truthful. They should be formed 
along some definite line of conduct, 
amt according to u carefully drawn 
.plan. Tills is. in effect, compelling 
brain action along with Imaginative 
action. This co-ordinates ihe synipu- 
1 1 belle and motor nerve energy. If the 
j lino of conduct is fulihfully carried 
out to the end, and physical uctivhy 
employed, then ilie sensory nervous 
sysiem is brought into play and har- 
monized with Ihe general purpose. 

I nder these conditions man be- 
comes u unit through a voluntary 
ihree-fold process, and bis working 
power is Increased on all planes to 
. meet the demands of his conceptions. 

This method of truliilng generates 
nervous energy, and places all our I 
tones under ihe dominion of will.

The action of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in advancing the bill to 
deprive residential cities of Its cor- 
poration taxes, In spile of the adverse 
report of the Ways and Means com- 
mttee, Indicates what Newton may ex- 
pect In the future, even if the present 
bill fails to pass the senate and gover- 
nor. Taken all In all, It is simply a 
matter of pure selfishness. In which 
residential cities, which have received 
the benefit of corporation holdings by 
their citizens, will lose, while the 
manufacturing places will benefit, and 
as the latter are usually more popu- 
lous, they have more representatives 
and more votes than places like New- 
ton. What our representatives should 
work for, In my opinion, Is the ab- 
sorption of these taxes by the state, 
eliminating the selfish feature of the 
present and proposed methods, and 
incidentally benefiting all sections of 
the state in the reduction thereby of 
the state tax. 


The school authorities have Issued 
a book showing the work to be ac- 
complished In the two High Schools 
of Newton beginning the coming fall 
and parents and pupils are to be con- 
gratulated upon the variety and scope 
of our educational plant. With classi- 
cal, scientific, general, technology — 
college, technical, extra technical, fine 
arts and commercial courses to choose 
from, the youth of Newton ought to 
receive an education second to none 
hi the state.

AUBURNDALE'S BEAUTIES 


WEST NEWTON W. C. T. U. 


Flans for beautifying Auhuriidnle 
until It Is one of tluf most attractive 
sections of ^lils city wore discussed 
In n public meeting tinier nuspices of 
Auburndnle village ' Improvement so- 
ciety held In Norum bega hall Wednes- 
day evening. , , 

A number- of speakers urged that 
chic Improvement be made along sys- 
tematic linos In order to avoid hap- 
hazard beautifying that will eventually 
prove nothing heller than patchwork. 
George M. Flake, the pres Idea l of the 
society, said that between $2 0.0 (TO nnd 
$25,000 had already been spent In civic' 
betterment In Auburiulale through ef- 
fort of the organization. "We have 
our faces to the front, however, and 
Intend to accomplish much more 
work." said he. "The society films to 
build a playground nt one end of Riv- 
er park, hold an aimunl banquet for 
Auburndale residents similar to the 
'"village night” gathering In Newton 
Centre nnd to cultivate a civic pride 
Hint will lend us to clean up the meant 
grounds which are not now well cared 
l for." 

A resolution was adopted asking the 
city government to give the official 
title of Nye park to the parkway now 
being made through effort of the soci- 
ety. A copy of the resolution will be 
sent Mayor Hutchinson. R. L. Bridg- 
man urged (hat every resident keep 
his own grounds In presentable con- 
dition, saying that the appearance of 
private grounds serves os a *onstant 
advertisement of a community, either 
desirable or undesirable depending up- 
on the effort of the occupants. 

Rev. Dr. F. N. Peloubet and Dr. Guy 
M. Winslow, principal of Lasell sem- 
inary, pointed out that the necessity 
of doing betterment work on system- 
atic plans, and urged that landscape 
gardeners be secured to outline work- 
ing plans for a decade. R. E. Ashen- 
den spoke of the advantage of Inaugu- 
rating work among the children, nnd 
H. O. Rj-der made a plea for preserv- 
ing the attractive woodland bordering 
Charles river. 

A particularly interesting review of 
the moth situation was given by For- 
est Commissioner Charles I. Bucknam, 
who also gave a number of practical 
hints for avoiding another invasion of I 
the pests. He said In part: 

“The gypsy moth caterpillars are 1 
now hatching. The department is now 
having burlap bands placed on all 
trees on city land. The caterpillars 
climb into the trees at night, coming 
down In the morning when the sun be- 
comes bright. The burlap bands do 
not prevent them from getting Into 
the trees, but simply serve hb traps. 

“Crawling down from the foliage the 
caterpillars will seek shelter under 
the flaps of the burlap. By knocking 
them into a pan of kerosene the cater- 
pillars can he readily destroyed before 
they become moths. 

“The brown tall moths are now’ un- 
der control and there will be little If 
any annoyance from them In Newton 
this summer. 

“All elms owned by the city are to 
be sprayed with arsenate of lend In 
order to exterminate the elm leaf 
beetles which did great damage In 
this city last summer. It will be ne- 
cesssary for owners of private proper- 
ty to notify the forestry department If 
they want elms on their .premises 
sprayed, for the law giving forestry 
employes a light to enter private 
lands in search of moths does not ap- 
ply to beetles. 

“The arsenate of lead which will be 
used is not injurious to birds and 
horses can eat it without ill effect but 
if cows partake of It too liberally they 
will become sick." 

Warren G. Richards gave several 
humorous sketches and Miss Julia 
Pickard was heard in a number of 
pleasing violin selections. The soci- 
ety placed $100 at the disposal of ll» 
executive committee wlili which fo 
get the work of practical Improvement 
under way.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

The substitution last week by the 
Senate of a resolve for Investigation 
and report by the board of education, 
for the bill to establish the Massachu- 
setts college has virtually brought 
about the defeat and abandonment of 
that most worthy measure. Here was 
a wealthy gentleman who offered to 
put $100,000 Into an educational 
scheme which promised untold bene- 
fits to the youth of this state, — a plan 
which received the hearty endorse- 
ment of educators all over the coun- 
try. including such men as Stratton 
D. Brooks, superintendent of schools 
of Boston, Mr. George H. Martin, the 
secretary of the state board of educa- 
tion, and many others, and which is 
smothered in tlve presence of Its 
friends by the narrow mindedness of 
two senators, and the selfishness of 
•one college president. Practical Poli- 
tics comments on the matter as fol- 
lows: — 

The philanthropic persons behind 
the movement for the establishment 
of the Massachusetts college are al- 
most heart-broken over the set-back 
given their proposition by a reference 
to the state board of education. Some 
of them are saying harsh things about 
Senator Evans, who led the fight 
ngatiiBt the bill providing for the 


founding the college and who suc- 
ceeded In getting a majority of the 
Senate to shelve the matter. Further 
undertakings on the work are now 
halted for at least a year. The poor 
boys of the state are the ones who 
will suffer by the delay. The action 
of the Senate In putting the matter 
up to the hoard of education was a 
great surprise In view of the fact that 
the house had passed the measure 
without a dissenting vote. The op- 
ponents of the original bill protested 
that the matter of granting degrees 
was not properly regulated and that 
further Investigation was absolutely 
necessary. No one expects an unfa- 
vorable report on the matter from the 
state board of education. The objec- 
tion of the advocates of the proposi- 
tion is that the delay is unnecessary. 

From personal acquaintance with the 
leading petitioner I know that the sub- 
stitution has virtually caused him to 
abandon the wholp matter. He has 
given many months of hard, untiring 
work to this project, besides putting 
$100,000 into it ns his own contribu- 
tion. With favorable action by this 
legislature. It would still require 
many months of labor to bring tlve 
plan into workable shape, and, while 
the present time is favorable, he does 
not feel like doing his work all over 
again another year, with all the un- 


certainty of success. If the plan Is 
ever brought forward again, it will 
have to he supported by the Btate in- 
stead of by private philanthropy, and 
thnt will mean a postponment far In- 
to the future. I trust the thousands 
of Massachusetts youth who will 
never receive the higher education 
they would like, will have a proper 
appreciation of the position of the 
senators and I he college president who 
have so effectually closed this door to 
them, 

The direct nomination matter will 
not down, however jubilant Represen- 
tative Gnrcelon may be over his re- 
cent victory In the House. Practical 
Politics is quoted again on this matter 
ns follows 

Representative Gnrcolon made no 
bones about cracking the party whip, 
for "Billy” believes in political ma- 
chines and parades his belief in them. 
They have some of the finest political 
machinists in Newton to be found in 
the commonwealth. There Is no de- 
nying that direct nominations make 
for political machines. This was evi- 
dent in the fight in the house. Every 
political machine In the state was 
busy against the bill, from the repub- 
lican state machine and the powerful 
Essex county machine down to the 
small one-horBe power machines. 

Direct nominations are hound to 
come, for as Representative Riley said 
on the matter: — 

"If the voter is qualified to pledge 
a delegate he is qualified to record 
himself directly. If he is not qualified 
to vote directly, he is not qualified to 
pledge a delegate,” 

Governor Draper’s veto of the ob- 
noxious eight hour measure is to be 
heartily commended. The Governor’s 
reasons were sound and sensible. 
Every employer of labor, working for 
i he state, city or county would have 
been the subject of countless acts of 
blackmail had this bill become law. 

I am at present printing the city re- 
ports of Newton, under a contract re- 
quiring work to be completed before 
a certain day. If one of my employees 
becomes 111 for a few hours, or day, 
It is Impossible to fill his place Im- 
mediately, and the time thereby lost 
can be made up at present by the vol- 
untary work of others. The new law 
would have Imposed a heavy fine for 
any such action. The eight hour law 
is right in theory, but there should 
be no limit on the right of the laborer 
to work ns many hours as he pleases. 
A day’s pay based on eight hours, with 
liberty for the employer to hire and 
for the laborer to sell more time, if 
mutually agreeable is the only reason- 
able and sensible arrangement pos- 
sible. 

The House sustained the governor’s 
veto Wednesday morning by a good 
margin and that danger is over for 
another year. 

The Ways and Means Committee 
reported against the passage of the 
bill to take away all corporation taxes 
from the places In which the stock- 
holders reside, but the House refused 
to follow that wise leadership and 
adopted the bill by a vote of S6 to 
112. This bill when it becomes law, 
and the best we can hope at present 
is a postponement, will take away 
nearly $150,000 income from Newton, 
Its effect on the tax rate, where $1.00 
raises but $69,000 can be easily com- 
puted. 

The Senate, which killed the bill to 
legalize the selling of fruit, ice cream 
and candy on Sundays, subject to lo- 
cal option, reconsidered the matter, 
when pressure was brought to bear, 
and the bill has been finally enacted. 
It Is the first step towards making our 
Sunday laws agree to existing condi- 
tions.

"Mr. Robinson was born In Cherry- 
field, Me., October 28. 1880, and is 
therefore not yet 29 years of age. He 
fitted for college nt the Bangor 
(Maine) High School, and was gradu- 
ated from the University of Maine in 
1901 and from the Harvard Divinity 
School ill 1 non.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN 

A hearing on the proposed laying 
out of several streets nt Eliot under 
ihe betierment act brought out strong 
opposition from two of the abuttors. 
Mr. H. F. Schwuar and Mr. Samuel 
Shaw entering strong protests. 

Mr. Samuel Shaw said: “I am one 
of those unfortunate individuals who 
own some land in this district thnt 
Is spoken of. If I would be assured 
that this improvement spoken of 
would sell the land I would not pro- 
test. I do not believe it will. I have 
placed that land in the hands of two 
of the largest real estate owners In 
Boston and three in Newton, and have 
had two inquiries In the last ten 
years. Those wanted to buy the land 
for about 5c or 6c a foot. Uunfor- 
tunately when I bought these lots I 
spent about $1,000 Improving them. I 
set out trees, and put in about 100 
loads of loam for the benefit of the 
trees, feeling that that would not 
only improve the locality but would, 
perhaps, attract purchasers to this 
land. I anticipated building there for 
myself, but unforeseen circumstances 
prevented that. I have been paying 
the taxes on that property which this 
honorable board has seen fit from year 
to year to tax. Now. all of those who 
have built and who have rented 
houses there knew the conditions 
when they purchased or rented, but 
they thought at some time the City 
would improve that land; but as real 
estate has been In this City of late, 
what Inducement Is there for the City 
to expend their money there. It Is 
my misfortune that I have that land, 
but yet I trust that this Board will 
take all of the streets into considera- 
tion. I do not believe that the pro- 
posed Improvement will add In value 
lo my loud or I will get auv sales by 
that improvement Could I be as- 
sured that I would. 1 would gladly 
pay my part, If 1 could get rid of the 
land. These are the unfortunate con- 
ditions In which 1 am placed and i

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE MAS- 
SACHUSETTS STATE 
FER ERATION 

The seventeenth annual meeting of 
the State Federation was held In 
Springfield on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day. May 19 and 20, the Springfield 
Women's Club being the hostess. 

Special rates having been secured 
upon the railroad allowing delegates 
to reach Springfield on Tuesday and 
remain until Friday, a large number 
of the clubwomen availed themselves 
of the opportunity of enjoying the 
many beautiful trolley trips of the 
region. In spite of the fact that the 
sun scarcely shone during the four 
days, the country was nt its finest as 
regards green fields, foliage and blos- 
som-laden apple irees. perfuming the 
air. The tain kindly held off and 
there was no grumbling over the 
weather. All considered themselves 
thankful to have escaped the heat 
which was experienced nt Great Bar- 
rington two years ago. 

The opening session in the hall or 
the Central High School on Wednes- 
day afternoon was called to order at 
three o’clock by the president, Miss 
Georgie A. Bacon of Worcester, after 
a half-hour of mimic by the Philhar- 
monic Orchestra. Mrs. Annie Laurie 
Brooks, first vice-president of the 
Springfield Women’s Club, welcomed 
the guests to Springfield. She re- 
ferred to the last time the Federation 
met In Springfield. 12 years ago, when 
the local club had no club-house. She 
said that they were all proud of 
Sprtnfleld and that the club husbands 
would be here to join in our welcome 
— If they dared — and she was sure 
that she almost saw a smile on Dea. 
Samuel Chapin’s bronze face as she 
passed his pedestal in the morning. 
“It is not simply for self-advance- 
ment.” she said; “it is not only for 
the joy of the moment; it Is to fur- 
ther the uplift of humanit}', the broad- 
ening Of narrow lives, the bringing In 
ot order and strength and beauty. In 
union there is strength.” 

If it be true, as has been said, that 
this country Is governed by public 
opinion, and that public opinion is 
largely influenced, if not formed, by 
the women of the country, what an 
opportunity is ours! But we must 
remember that opportunity is power, 
and that opportunity and responsibili- 
ty go hand In hand. 

May each report to which we are 
to listen make a long step forward on 
the pathway to the goal. “And so we 
look to you you to-day for help and 
inspiration,” she said, “and in the 
name of the Springfield Women’s 
Club I bid you each one a most sin- 
cere and cordial welcome." 

Miss Bacon In her response said 
that they all remembered the hospi- 
tality Of Springfield 12 years ago and 
they were all glad to be here again. 
This Is an ordinary year with no es- 
pecially important matters to be dis- 
cussed. It is a splendid opportunity 
to strengthen the bonds of fellowship 
between the different clubs of the 
state. She paid a compliment to 
Springfield for Its schools, parks, civ- 
ic pride and all that goes to make a 
city clean, progressive and whole- 
some. Springfield Is to be congratu- 
lated upon the plans for river-front 
improvement and the new civic cen- 
ter that has lately been authorized by 
the city fathers. It all shows what 
can be accomplished in a city when 
the citizens work together for a com- 
mon end. 

After the reading of various Invita- 
tions extending hospitality to the vis- 
iting clubwomen there followed the 
annual reports of the various officers. 
•The Federation now comprises 244 
clubs with an aggregate membership 
of more than 37,000. Eight new clubs 
have Joined this year, while five old 
ones have withdrawn. The treasurer’s 
report showed a substantial balance 
on hand both in the general treasury 
and in the bazaar fund. 

Mrs. Sarah T. S. Leighton. General 
Federation Secretary, reported as fol- 
lows:

tlon. Two of these clubs have with- 
drawn — The Monday Club of Need- 
ham. ninny of whose members have 
become members of the Inrge new 
club formed In their town; and the 
Current Events Club of Hyde Park. 
Four new clubs have l his year joined 
the General Federation; The Round 
Table of Attleboro, the Hannah Dustin 
Club of Haverhill, the Maine Daugh- 
ters of Boston, the Arlington Wom- 
an's Club. Massachusetts now lias 89 
clubs holding individual membership 
in the General Federation — a record 
of which we are very proud. 

The rest of the afternoon was de- 
voted to reports of special and stand- 
ing committees and a brief outline 
of work being done by Miss Edith 
Reeves, holder of the fellowship of 
the Federation, at Rad cl life. A res- 
ume of the reports is given below. 

In the evening the women gathered 
once more in the High School Hall 
when reports from the remaining 
committees were submitted. 

The hostess club was most gener- 
ous in its provision of music for the 
enjoyment of its guests. The Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra played again at 
the hall and afterwards during the 
reception at the club-house, but best 
of all were the solos by Miss Julia B. 
Dickinson, professor of vocal music 
at Mount Holyoke College, all her se- 
lections being by New England com- 
posers. 

A telegram of greetings came from 
the New Hampshire Federation then 
In session at Nashua. Many letters of 
greeting were read, Including one from 
a director of the General Federation, 
who is chairman of the Tenth Bien- 
nial committee. In it — May 11, 1910, 
was announced as the date or the 
next Biennial to be held at Cincinnati, 

Among the guests present were Mrs. 
W. H. Phipp, state president of Con- 
necticut, and Mrs. H. F. Ashton, state 
president of Vermont. Both were pre- 
sented to the delegates and brought 
greetings from their federations. 

The delegates then adjourned to the 
Springfield Women’s club Jhouse for 
the delightful reception arranged by 
the hostess club. The club house, 
which Is a little gem, was decorated 
with birch bough3 and other green 
from the woods, palms and cut flow- 
ers. Mrs. Brooks, Miss Bacon, Mrs. 
Phipps, Mrs. Ashton and officers of 
the hostes club received the guests, 
while a large committee served them 
most hospitably. The occasion was 
unusually pleasant, giving, as it did, 
an opportunity for tne delegates to 
meet one another which many other- 
wise would have been unable to do, 
since they were scattered so widely 
over the city. 

The closing session came on Thurs- 
day morning at the Church of the 
Unity. During the half-hour from 9 
to 9.30, Mr. Arthur H. Turner, organ- 
ist of the church, gave an organ re- 
cital. Promptly at the appointed time 
the meeting was called to order by 
the president and the report of the 
nominating committee announced as 
the first business. Mrs. G. W. Pfeiffer 
of Hyde Park presented the follow- 
ing ballot which was elected almost 
unanimously:

While the tellers were out, Mrs. 
Marian C. Crocker of Fitchburg told 
entertainingly of the council meeting 
at Snn Antouio, calling it the best yet. 

The chief business on hand was the 
disposition of the Biennial surplus. 
Of the clubs contributing to the fund, 
three-fourths had been heard from 
since the circular had been sent out. 
and of this number, about one-third 
had asked for their money to be re- 
turned. This had been done. After 
much discussion It was finally voted 
that the whole amount be returned 
and then the clubs can do as they see 
fit, keep it or give it to the Federa- 
tion for whatever purpose they desire. 

Considerable time was spent In 
amending the By-Laws, but the work 
was more a bringing of them up to 
date and making certain portions 
more clear than any radical change 
of policy. 

A short time was given io Miss Da- 
vida French or the Women's Educa- 
tional and Industrial Union to tell of 
Savings Bank Insurance and its ad- 
vantages for working women. 

Five new clubs were presented, 
Quest and Question Club of Wlnthrop, 
Chi Club of Ashburnham, Ludlow 
Woman’s Club. Granby Woman’s Club, 

1 and New Century Club of Needham. 

' After the presentation or new offl- 
j cers and the vote of thanks to the 
hostess club. Miss Bacon gave a 
1 strong closing address in which she 
summed up the year’s work. It has 
been a year of experiment. She paid 
tribute to the loyalty and devotion of 
the Executive Board and thanked the 
members for their hearty support and 
co-operation. Now that the Biennial 
Chapter is closed she wished to voice 
her appreciation of the clubs and their 
work at that time. In closing she 
expressed the desire that each club 
.should give some time next year to 
consideration of the work of the Fed- 
eration, — a single meeting or even a 
shorter time, — that all may have a 
sympathetic understanding of the 
aims and objectB of the Federation. 

At two o'clock two car-loads of dele- 
gates enjoyed the further hospitality 
of the hostess at the Country Club at 
West Springfield. This picturesque 
club house standB on a high hill over- 
looking the Connecticut River with a 
wonderfully beautiful panorama of Mt. 
Tom and Mt. Holyoke to the north 
and cultivated meadows and apple or- 
chards in full bloom in the foreground. 
Here the women lingered for an hour 
or more enjoying the surroundings. 
The balloon, which was just ascending 
from Court square as the cars started, 
was borne by the easterly wind di- 
rectly toward the .Country Club and 
passed over soon after their arrival 
as If anxious to add Its share to the 
enteri alnment of the guests. Another 
car-load of women visited Mt. Tom 
during the afternoon. This closed the 
festivities and many of the delegates 
returned home by the evening train. 

Enough cannot be said of the 
abounding hospitality of the Spring- 
field Women’s Club. All details had 
been carefully considered and were 
carried out to perfection, — the attrac- 
tive souvenir program with the repro- 
duction of St. Gaudens’ “Puritan," the 
exquisite decorations of plants and 
flowers and the fine music were ail 
appreciated by the visitors and added 
the needed touch to what might other- 
wise have been a prosy business meet- 
ing. 

A word of praise Is also due the 


presiding officer for the promptness 
of the sessions and the splendid man- 
ner In which the business was dis- 
patched. Much time was necessarily 
consumed In discussion or the busi- 
ness. but all went away with a feel- 
ing of satisfaction, all sides had been 
heard and the matters had at length 
been settled ns they should. 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 

Committee on Meetings 

The duties of the Committee on 
Meetings, first appointed at the begin- 
ning of the present club year, are — to 
arrange for transportation, reception 
of speakers and guests, care of plat- 
form, and other details relating to 
Federation meetings. 

The committee has secured special 
train service and reduced rates for 
the regular Federation meetings, and 
for the Conference at Reading. De- 
tails have been arranged with each 
hostess club through Its president, 
who is always a member of this com- 
mittee. and the railroads have co-op- 
erated most heartily for the transpor- 
tation of delegates. 

The luncheon Is always the hardest 
problem with which the committee 
has to deal, but it will become a very 
simple one as the clubs learn to co- 
operate with the committee and help 
the hostess to cater to a definite, rath- 
er than an Indefinite number. 

If every club would assume the ex- 
penses or two delegates and authorize 
the treasurer to send Immediately for 
luncheon tickets upon their appoint- 
ment, the committee feels not only 
that the problem of entertaining would 
be greatly minimized, but that the 
clubs would find an increased Inter- 
est in and profit from the Federation 
meetings, resulting from such a plan.

Press Committee

In accordance with the 
thought of the president that each 
working committee should present ita 
subject in the pages of the Federation 
Bulletin at least once during the sea- 
son — the Press committee has mp^e 
all arrangements necessary for the 
orderly presentation or these reports.

Reciprocity Committee 

The State committee has developed 
the past year Into more of a General 
Directory and' Bureau of Local Infor- 
mation, whereas in former years It has 
acted as a medium through which pa- 
pers were borrowed and loaned to the 
library under its charge. 

The clubs have been coming Into 
closer touch with one another, and 
the reciprocal feeling of good will and 
readiness to assist in every way pos- 
sible seemB to be the basic principle 
upon which the organizations making 
up the State Federation are working. 
While each is endeavoring to raise its 
own standard, it is more than willing 
to lend what aid it can and ‘not pre- 
sume to fret because 'tis little."

Pure Food Committee 

Intense interest has been aroused 
the past year relative to the working 
of the Pure Food Act, which went in- 
to effect Jan. 1907. Under this law 
13,000 samples of food and drugs have 
been examined by inspectors, scattered 
throughout varied centers of our coun- 
try, 800 prosecutions have been 
brought and in many instances goodly 
fines imposed. Dr. Wiley, Chief of 
Bureau of Chemistry, Department of 
Agriculture, has been overruled in his 
decisions relative to uj?e of any pre- 
servatives in food also relative to veg- 
etables greened with sulphate of cop- 
per or with copper salts. Both these 
decisions were not signed by Dr. 
Wiley. 

A very general interest has been 
noted the past year by clubs of your 
State Federation. 92 clubs have re- 
ported. 30 have definite Pure Food

more than usual ability.” Mrs. Wood 
then showed how the local women's 
clubs can help on the work of im- 
proving our cities and towns morally 
and intellectually by supporting civil- 
service reform in all its branches. She 
said a great deal of good can be done 
in this way. 

Mrs. Alice Parker Lesser, of Boston, 
reported for the legislative committee, 
of which she is chairman. She spoke 
of the bill for a national child-labor 
bureau, which has been pending for 
several shears before Congress. It has 
not yet come to a vote. She showed 
that all but eight clubs in the Federa- 
tion are taking an active interest in 
legislation. She then enumerated the 
various bills before the state Legisla- 
ture which have been supported by 
the clubs. In some places the clubs 
are taking part in local matters, urg- 
ing the adoption of better laws for 
the protection of children and the like. 
She spoke of the fact that in the most 
progressive towns the women's clubs 
are doing a great deal. She referred 
to the example of Springfield in the 
matter of a model Fourth of July cele- 
bration. 

Mrs. Harriet B. Corcoran of Spring- 
field gave the report for the art com- 
mittee In the absence of the chair- 
man, Mrs. Annie L. Cox of Wakefield. 
She showed how the clubs could help 
foster and create a public love of art.
